Among  the  bills  introduced  of  interest 
to  your  readers  are  the  following:  To  ex 
tend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  district  courts 
to  the  whole  county,  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  liquor  to  minors,  providing  a  penaltv 
if  the  material  used  for  baling  hay  con¬ 
stitute  more  tlian  five  ]*-r  **ent.  of  the 
gross  weight;  reducing  railn.*ul  fares  for 
workmen,  between  five  and  seven  in  the 
forenoon  and  five  and  seven  ill  the  after 
noon,  creating  a  Board  of  Health  in  town 
shifts,  anil  one  by  Mr.  Underhill  pr6vid 
uig  for  the  issuing  ,,f  bonds  by  school 
districts  to  take  up  mature*  1  or  maturing 
bonds. 

The  Senate  adjourned  for  the  week, 
after  a  short  session  Tuesday  afternoon; 
but  the  House  held  a  morning  session 
on  Wednesday,  at  which  time  twelve 
more  bills  were  introduced,  of  which  the 
following  may  prove  of  interest,  namely: 
Providing  that  the  question  of  sending 
money  for  the  improvement  of  public 
n>ads  in  townships  shall  be  decided  by  a 
plurality  vote  of  the  legal  voters.  *  * 


Irish  Independence. 

To  The  Citizen : 

“D.”  in  his  article  on  “Home  Rule” 
says  this  agitation  of  Ireland  for  entire 
indejiendence  from  England  is  all  wrong. 
As  it  is  imp*>ssible  to  obtain  it.  Now  this 
is  all  nonsense.  Ireland  has  a  right  to 
her  independence.  God  ami  nature  in 
tended  her  for  such.  Ireland  is  a  nation 
and  her  rights  as  a  nation  are  as  sacred 
those  of  any  other  nation.  Ireland  is 
a  country  made  separate  and  distinct  by 
the  hand  of  the  Great  Creator  liimself. 
Her  people  are  of  a  different  race. 

A  wide  and  angry  sea  rolls  between 
tBe  two  countries,  then  why  is  it  wron;, 
or  \rn possible  for  her  to  get  her  indepen¬ 
dence. 

“  D,”  says  it  would  lie  had  for  her  if 
she  did  get  her  independence,  yet  we  have 
ample  proof  that  such  is  not  the  case. 
Ireland  was  more  prosperous  from  the 
rear  1782,  up  to  1702  than  she  ever  had 
been  since' the  Sassamacli  set  foot  on  her 
shores  up  to  the  present  time.  And  why 
such  prosperity?  the  reason  is  plain,  Eng¬ 
land  was  forced  to  recognize  that  nght 
which  Ireland  claimed,  that  of  legislat¬ 
ing  on  Irish  soil  for  the  best  l>onefit  of 
the  Irish  people,  and  Lord  Clare,  a  Cas¬ 
tle  hack  at  that  time,  said  there  was  not 
a  country  on  the  face  of  the  globe  that 
had  advanced  in  cultivation  and  com¬ 
merce,  in  agriculture  ami  manufactures, 
with  the  same  rapidity  in  the  same  qver- 
iod  as  Ireland. 

Now  if  a  native  parliament  a  hundred 
ears  ago  would  confer  stub  great  bene¬ 
fits  on  Ireland,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
place  a  limit  to  the  blessings  an  Irish  in 
dejvendent  parliament  would,  confer  on 
that  country’  in  our  day.  “D.”  says  the 
English  people  does  not  wish  to  oppress 
>r  misgovern  Ireland.  Very  true — the 
English  love  Ireland,  but  hate  the  Irish 
,:>eople.  The  English  mjogowrrwj  Tr*>- 
and  for  over  seven  hundred  years.  The 
English  misgoverned  and  roblxnl  Amer 
ica.  thoy  robbed  Chinn,  they  robbed 
Abyssinia,  they  roblxxl  Egypt  and  As- 
hantee,  they  have  l>een  robbing  India  for

Hampton  Institute. 

To  The  Citizen : 

For  those  who  enjoy  sailing  on  the  salt 
water,  but  whose  time  is  limited  for  an 
extended  voyage  there  is  no  pleasanter 
trip  than  the  sail  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  on  one 
>f  the  01*1  Dominion  Company's  fine 

steamers.  The  state  roonis  . . „„ 

~  .caoiv  furnished.  The 

aie  is  exeelletl  by  few  of  the  first  class 
city  hotels,  and  the  supply  is  bountiful. 
One  need  never  fear  receiving  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Oliver  Twist  when  he  asked  for 
“more”  if  the  plate  is  returned  for  a  sec 
ond  supply  of  roast  thick  or  anyr  other 
delicacy  that  may  be  on* the  card. 

I  am  one  of  those  who  enjoy  a  whiff  of 
salt  air  even  at  the  risk  of  having  to  pay 
a  tribute  to  “Davy  Jones.”  So  one  fine 
Thursday  afternoon  in  November  last 
found  me  a  passenger  on  the  “Roanoke,” 
bound  for  Old  Point  Comfort  and  Hamil¬ 
ton,  Va.,  via  Norfolk.  The  sail  down  the 
bay  and  along  the  New  Jersey  coast  was 
most  delightful,  with  a  sunset  beautiful 
beyond  description.  The  sea  was  (ffiiet, 
>nlv  the  long  swell  of  the  Atlantic,  caus¬ 
ing  the  steamer  to  rise  and  fall  slowly. 
Norfolk  was  reached  at  two  o’clock  the 
following  afternoon. 

Two  or  three  of  the  passengers  were 
standing  in  the  extreme  bow  of  th^,  ves¬ 
sel  «S  we  paused  up  Chesapeake  'Bay. 
When  alxmt  opposite  Ft.  Monrue,  on 
looking  over  the  side,  a  large  shark  was 
noticed  swimming  dose  to  the  steamer’s 
cut  Water.  He  kept  bis  place  without 
any  apparant  effort  for  several  minutes 
anil  then  disapjteared. 

At  Norfolk  a  smaller  boat  was  taken 
across  the  Bay  to  01*1  Point  Comfort, 
which  is  contagious  as  the  Irishman  said, 
to  Fortress  Monroe,  Hampton  Institute 
and  everything  else.  Tin-  most  of  my 
time  was  spent  in  visiting  the  Hampton 
Normal  an*  l  Agricultural  Institution, 
icli  is.  locate*  1  on  Hampton  Creek  and 
in  plain  view  of  the  scene  of  the  famous 
naval  battle  lietween  the  Monitor  and 
MerrimoiC.  Bloomfielders  should  be  es¬ 
pecially  interested  in  this  w<  mderful  school 
as  the  chaplain  an*l  Vice  Principal,  Rev. 

H  B.  Frisscll,  anil  his  wife  are  old  resi¬ 
dents  of  Bloomfield.  That  Mr.  Frissell 
has  not  only  the  respect,  but  also  the  con¬ 
fidence  and.  affection  of  his  parish  of  sev¬ 
en  humlred  students  is  very  manifest  by 
the  way  in  w  hich  his  words  of  advice  and 
encouragment  are  received. 

During  my  visit  two  or  three  trouble¬ 
some  cases  of  iliscipliue  oame  under  the 
chaplain’s  care  an*  l  we  were  much  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  tact  and  patience  shown 


in  jthe  eff  irt  to  make  th*- offenders  realize 
tlihir  position  and  the  finum-ss  with  w  Inch 
the  ihscipUne  of  the  school  was  maintain 
ed.  Few  |*astors  have  a  more  unp.rtant 
field  thau  your  former  fellow  townsman. 
Hampton  Institute  was  i >]*ened  in  1KM 
by  the  present  principal.  General  S.  C 
Armstrong,  with  two  teadu-rs  and  fift*-*-n 
students.  To  day  it  has  six  hundred  and 
seventeen  students  in  the  Normal  sdiool 
and  three  lmn*lr*«l  and  fifty  children  in 
the  “Butler  a  graded  (lav  school  on  the 
grounds,  making  a  total  .^f..ver  nine  him 
dred  scholars,  who  are  instructed  by  a 
corj*s  of  aB.iit  ventv  teachers.  Among 
the  tendu  ts  nr*  Mrs.  Helen  Ludlow,  who 
Ls  well  known  as  a  contributor  to  the 
leading  magazines  and  Miss  Elaine  Go»*d 
ale  the  poetess,  w  hose  name  is  usually  as¬ 
sociated  with  that  other  sister  Dorr.  <  >f 
the  six  hundred  and  seventeen  students 
one  hundred  and  forty  are  Indians. 
Among  the  colored  students  ait-  two 
Bloomfield  boys,  sons  of  Mr.  <  )liver  sexton 
of  the  Methodist  church,  who  are  learn 
ing  trades  and  who  are  very  well-spoken 
of  by  their  teachers. 

There  is  no  one  allowed  here  who  does 
not  contribute  to  his  own  support. 
Every  student  puts  in  time  at  manual  la- 
l>or,  which  amounts  to  at  least  two  days 
|>er  week.  Some  do  more  than  tills,  but 
none  less.  There  are  Some  thirteen  »lif 
ferent  trades  taught,  such  as  blacksmith- 
ing,  turning,  harness-making,  tailoring, 
shoe  making,  knitting  by  machine  The 
different  branches  of  the  printer  trade, 
setting  type,  press-feeding,  Look  binding, 
wood  carving,  steam  engineering,  running 
saw-mill,  etc.  The  students  are  gradua¬ 
ted  from  the  school  with  a  good  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  English  branches  and  Hamp¬ 
ton  graduates  are  eagerly  sought  after 
as  teachers  for  colored  schools  as  far 
south  as  Florida  and  Mississippi.-  All 
the  male  students  are  under  military  disci¬ 
pline  having  a  major,  captain,  lieutenant, 
etc.,  from  their  own  number.  There  is 
.  brass  band  whose  playing  is  de¬ 
cidedly  above  the  average  country  band. 
The  drum  major  is  Seen  with  his  baton 
at  the  head  of  the  baud  and  five  minutes 
later  he  appears  in  the  dining  room  with¬ 
out  his  baton,  but  in  its  place  an  im¬ 
mense  dish  of  perhaps  sweet  potatoes. 
He  is  one  of  the  waiters.  The  transfer 
mation  is  rather  amusing.  Tlia  effect  of 
the  drill  upon  the  boys  is  very  parked 
when  contrasting  the  new  comer  with 
those  who  have  been  at  the  school  a  year 
or  more.  The  latter  go  about  with  a  *W 
eided  step,  and  carry  themselves  in  a 
manly  way.  Tliis  of  course  is  sj  leaking 
in  general  terms.  They  are  not  all  made 
into  saints  as  well  as  teachers  and  me 
chanics  as  is  shown  by  the  cases  of  disci¬ 
pline  before  referred  to. 

I  was  of  course  greatly  interested  in 
the  Indians.  Among  them  are  six' young 
families.  Each  Lives  Ini*  little  bouse  u>  it¬ 
self,  where  the  wife  receives  instruction 
household  matters,  while  the  husband 
o.  iu  me  simp.  They 

ore  expected  to  go  back  to  their  triru  s 
and  set  an  example  of  family,  life  accord 
to  their  own  idea  of  it.  Two  of  them 
rejoice  in  the  names  of  Mr.  and  Airs. 
Bearbird  and  Mr.  and  All’s.  Fin-cloud. 
Among  the  girls  are  two  sisters  of  Bright 
eyes,  who  went  about  the  country  some 
five  or  six  years  ago  speaking  in  belmlf 
>f  the  Ponca  Indians.  The  change  for 
these  Indians  is  a  tremend*  ms  one.  Many 
of  them  are  from  the  fighting  tribes  such 
as  Sioux,  Apache,  Omaha,  etc.  They 
come  to  the  school  and  are  obliged  to 
wear  clothes,  sleep  in  beds,  have  regular 
hours  for  ’meals,  mid  w  hat  to  them  is 
hardest  of  all  apply  themselves  steadily 
to  work,  which  is  sorndthnor  4l".'  E*i\e 
grown  .*»  -*  degrading. 

They  are  obliged  to  make  their  own 
lieds,  anil  sweep,  scrub,  mid  dust  their 
own  rooms.  I  accompanied  one  of  the 
faculty  on  a  morning  inspection  of  the 
Indian  boys,  quarter.  Some  of  the  boys 
hail  pictures  from  the  illustrated  pa^iers 
fastened  on  the  wall,  and  the  rodiqa  gen¬ 
erally  were  neat  ami  tidy.  Particular 
attention  was  paid  to  the  way  in  which 
the  lied  was  made.  The  Indian  Ixtys  live 
in  a  building  called  the  wigwam. 

The  Indian  girls- are  on  another  part  of 
the  grounds.  Then-  building  is  called 
Winona.  jOn  Saturday  evening  the  In¬ 
dian  latliesfcA’eceive  the  young  Braves  iu 
Winona.  The  evening  is  spent  in  sing 
ing,  playing  games,  etc.  Some  enter 
heartily  into  the  spirts  while  others  hold 
al<  x  if.  The  boys  are  taught  to  treat  the 
girls  in  a  gentlemanly  way '■and  wait  upon 
them  instead  of  l^iiig  waited  upm  as 
they  are  accustomed  to  at  home.  The 
question  will  naturally  be  asked,  Wlmt 
becomes  of  these  Indians  when  they  re¬ 
turn  to  t  .eir  trilies  t  The  answer  is  that 
thus  far  hey  have  dotte  well  and  in  only 
one  or  two  cases  have  they  relapsed  into 
savage  life. 

Of  the  twelve  school  buildings  only 
three  are  wood.  They  are  plain,  substaii 
tiiil  structures,  without  any  hitteifpt  at 
areliiteetural  display.  The  new  chapel, 
however,  which  is  a  memorial  gift,  and 
which  is  intended  to  lie  ready  fbr  dedica¬ 
tion  nt  the  annual  commencement  next 
Spring  will  lie  a  beautiful  building  and  a 
great  addition  to  the  grounds.  One  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  school  lias  not  been  referred 
to,  viz.,  the  singing.  No  instrument,  is 
used  in  the  chapel  worship  and  none  is 
needed.  A  magnificent  bass,  full  mid 
rich,  of  a  hundred  or. more  voices  is  the 
foundation  of  the  chorus  of  almut  700 
voices.  All -sing,  and  sing  well,  too.  The 
effect  is  indescribably  beautiful.  I  have 
heard  all  the  great  choruses  that  have 
sung  in  New  York  for  the  past  ten  or 
fifteen  years,  but  none  of  them. moved  me 
as  did  the  singing  of  the  Hampton  stu 
dents  at  Hampton.  It  costs  about  $05, 

000  per  year  to  carry  on  the  Institution. 
$10,000  jier  year  is  contributed  by  the 
State  of  Virginia,  on  uccount  of  the  agri¬ 
cultural  departmeut,  and  there  is  mi  in¬ 
come  of  $5,000  from  invested  funds.  The 
remaining  $50,000  is  raised  each  year  bv 
solicitation.  Many  causes  are  presented 
to  us  in  this  part  of  the  county  for  our 
aid.  But  surely  lapue  are  more  deserving 
or  should  have  a  more  liberal  support 
than  this  great  educational  and  mission¬ 
ary  institution.  Visitor.

The  several  churches  have  just  b#en  ob 
serving  the  week  of  prayer  Imw  hav. 
they  observed  it?  did  they  join  in  any  of 
the  services  or  selfishly  sit  down  #och  iu 
his  i  >wn  little  circle  f  Have  the  meetings 
l»een  held  in  places  where  those  not  in  the 
habit  of  attending,  would  be  incUued  to 
go,  or  where  they  w^-uld  feel  at  borne 
they  did  attend?  h^w  many  who  are 
not  in  the  habit  of  attending  have  been 
asked  to  oome  or  given  an  intimation  that 
they  were  wanted  in  these  meotiugs 
Have  we  not  acted  in  a  selfish  manner 
While  we  have  Duet  forworship  has  it  not 
Ik -on  too  much  of  a  self  satisfied,  pelf  in 
dulgent  worship? 

It  is  said  that  in  one  of  the  meetings  of 
the  village  last  week,  the  question  was 
asked,  “  Is  there  any  such  faith  jniw  or 
any  such  spirit  pf  self  sacrifice  aa  in  the 
earlier  liistoiy  of  the  church  ?”  .  i  While 
others  disagreed  with  him,  the  questioner 
concluded:  there  is  not. 

In  most  of  th4  secular  affairs  offlife,  to 
achieve  any  gre^t  degree  of  succeps,  ruts 
must  be  avoide^,  new  plans  must  be  de 
vised.  If  a  man  has  goods  to  liejsold 
given  away,  atte  .tion  must  be  ilrpwn  to 
the  Tact,  people,  must  be  brpugnt  to 
the  goods  aud  to  know  of' the  terms  offer¬ 
ed,  and  as  a  usual  rule  the  man  who  is 
most  successful  in  this,  is  the  one  who 
succeeds  in  his  business. 

Is  the  church  using  the  same  misdom 
in  its  management  as  its  individual  mem¬ 
bers  are  in  their  secular  (natters  ?j  What 
would  we  think ! of  the  several  members  of 
a  business  firm,  with  their  clerks,  homing 
together  and  praising  to  each  other  the 
style  and  quality  of  their  goods,  boasting 
of  their  cheapness  and  purchasing  of  each 
other  what  goods  they  needed,  t0o  good 
to  associate  with  other  merchants  and 
above'  asking  others  to  purchase  of  them)? 
We  would  write  them  down  as  ■  cranks 
iuid  yet  iu  a  certain  sense  this  seetns  par¬ 
allel  to  onr  own  case. 

In  a  political. campaign  each  party  will 
canvass  the  name  of  each  voter  of  the 
township  to  know  if  possible  his  position 
in  regard  to  the  issues  of  the  campaign, 
and  ii  one  is  found  who  is  not  as  the  com 
mittee  wish  and  if  it  is  supposed  there  is 
a  possibility  of  briniriocr  him  to  their  way 
of  thinking,  the  suppose*  l  best ‘man  to 
influence  him  is  selected  and  every  effort 
possible  Is  made  to  »©ourp  his  vote.  Is 
there  not  a  hint  for  us  here  ? 

If  the  individual  churches  cannot  ac 
complish  the  desired  results  why  not 
make  an  effort  in  a  collective  capacity 
Certainly  something  is  needed  to  cause  a 
halt,  to  call  attention  to  the  interests  of 
tlie  soul  and  to  turn  people’s  thoughts  out 
of  the  uSnal  channel.  Is  it  replied  the 
churches  are  not  in  a  proper  condition? 
The  effort  necessary  for  such  meetings 
would  tend  to  bring  them  in  such  condi¬ 
tions.  Some  may  say  it  will  call  lor  sacri 
lice.

Is  it  hard¬ 
er  to  attend  a  few  meetings  tlnu>  to  go  to 
places  of  amusement  or  meet  business 
engagements.  Doubts  as  to  the  procur¬ 
ing  <  if  means  may  be  expressed.

Truly  may  it  now  be  said,  “  The  children 
of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser 
thau  the  chileren  of  light”
